The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest a candle wax composition comprising a hard paraffin wax 
with pen. Value of 16-20 and a soft wax at no less than 45, the composition having a 
penetration value of 30-50. In accordance with art convention, lacking specific recitation of 
the measurement temperature, the penetrations are measured at 25 C. While the prior art 
teaches various combinations of hard and soft waxes, they employ a hard component that is 
too hard (See, US 4118203, 3046101, 3216921, 4002706) or do not describe penetration 
values (See US 6224641, 4855098, 6440184). The prior art of record also establishes that 
penetration values cannot be predicted from other wax properties, (for example, see the 
tableof US 3046101).
